A Successful Meeting —Secretary’s Report 


The joint meeting of the O. L. A. and 
the Ohio Library Trustees’ Association in 
Columbus, April 11-13 was one of the 
best attended library meetings ever held in 
Ohio. Eetween 470 and 500 attended. 

The meeting was characterized by the 
determination of those present to exert 
every effort toward securing satisfactory 
library legislation for future years and an 
equal determination to meet all financial 
problems, now confronting the librarians, 
wisely and in such a way that all essential 
services to the public be retained and only 
the non-essential eliminated.

The 
resolution again reiterated that the Asso- 
ciation favored only the appointment of 
professionally trained librarians to such 
positions as that of the State Librarian. 

One of the most heartening events of 
the three day meeting was the session of 
the O. L. T. A. attended by between 75 
and 100 trustees and librarians. It was at 
this meeting that librarians were told of 
the provisions of Senate Bill 239 just 
passed and of Senate Bill 30 which it was 
hoped would soon be passed. 


Four members of the Joint Legislative 
Tax Committee attended the Trustees’ 
luncheon. These were Senator D. J. Gun- 
sett, who spoke to us briefly, Senator 
Frank E. Whittemore, author of Senate 
Bill 30 and Senate Bill 239, Represen- 
tatives Adam Frick and Joseph E. Cassidy. 


Miss Tyler at the last session told of 
the plans for the Citizens’ Library Com- 
mittee of Ohio. A list of those who had 
accepted membership served as an inspi- 
ration to all, giving us courage and faith 
to believe that the best minds of Ohio 
believe in Public Libraries and stand ready 
to help. 


At a business session the Association 
voted to amend the Constitution. The 
changes were such as would make the 
Constitution agree with some practices 
already in use.

Constitution 
As amended April 12, 1933

NAME 

This organization shall be known as 
the Ohio Library Association.

OBJECT 

Its object shall be to encourage the es- 
tablishment and maintenance and to in- 
crease the usefulness of libraries in the 
state, to promote fraternal relations among 
library workers, and to advance the in- 
terests of the library profession. 


— II{ — 
MEMBERSHIP 


(a) Active. Any person who is or has 
been officially connected with any library 
of the state may, upon payment of annual 
dues, be entitled to active membership in 
the Association, with a right to vote. 
(b) Life. Any active membership may 
be made a life membership, exempt from 
annual dues, upon payment of life mem- 
bership fee. 

(c) Associate. Any person actively in- 
terested in educational or social work, or 
in library work outside of the state, may 
become an associate member by paying 
annual dues but shall not be entitled to 
vote. 


(d) Library & Club. 


of annual dues and be entitled to send a 
delegate with full powers of active mem- 
bership. 

(e) Sustaining. Any member of the As- 
sociation may, upon payment of the ad- 


ditional sustaining fee, become a sustain- 
ing member. 


( £) Honorary. Upon nomination by the 
Executive Board persons who have render- 
ed outstanding service to the library inter- 
ests of the State may be elected to hon- 
oraty membership by unanimous vote at 
any meeting of the Association.

ARTICLE IV 
Dues

shall be dropped from the membership 
roll. Dues shall be as follows:

STATE LIBRARY AND 
STATE LIBRARY BOARD 


The State Library Board met on March | 
27th and voted to dismiss Mr. John H. | 


Newman as State Librarian effective as of 
May ist. Mr. Newman is contesting the 
action by legal measures. He contends 
that as a state official he can not be dis- 
charged unless charges are brought and 
proved. 


On May 18th the State Library Board | 


appointed Mr. J. R. Clarke as State Libra- 
rian with the understanding that he should 
serve until the Board fills the place per- 
manently. The Board did not wish to 
have the place of State Librarian vacant 
while they were investigating the qualifi- 
cations of a number of applicants. Assur- 
ance has been given that no one other 
than a trained librarian will be appointed 
permanently as State Librarian. 


The State Library Board has accepted 
the resignation from the Board of Mr. Har- 
old T. Clark of Cleveland because of ill 
health and pressure of work. Governor 
White has appointed Colonel Frank A. 
Hunter of Columbus to fill out Mr. Clark’s 
unexpired term. The librarians of Ohio 
will regret greatly that Mr. Clark found it 
necessary to resign. They are, however, 
much indebted to him for his efforts to 
improve conditions in the state library. 








MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE REPORT 


The work of the membership com- 
mittee was made easy this year by the 
crusading spirit injected into the Associ- 
ation and among librarians by the Presi- 
dent. Ic was determined early that special 
legislation would be required if many pub- 
lic libraries were to survive. 

A letter to this effect was sent in Dec- 
ember to all libraries by Mr. Vitz asking 
for a full 100% membership in every 
library and a special emergency fund. The 
response was nothing less than remarkable. 
A large number of libraries became 100% 
libraries. I wish I had had the time to have 
determined fully this number.
